A mftn Ims jtmt died horo ^vho bad 
his houra of glory, and whose fame 
has roftobed the uttermost parts of thp 
•flrth. He was tho eolleaguo of the 
man. who breaks paTingstoues with bi; 
fist and of tiie man wliO swallowa a 
Bword — a HfiUiuibanquo, or jugf^dor, 
knoTTU a3 "tlia luau with Ibo lloaa." 
Jsau Lesillia, rbommo aiis pucea, was 
a decided character. l''or mauy jeara 
he eihibitod his learned fleas through- 
out France, making thom do a num- 
ber of astoiindiiif,' loats. Among other 
things he marAhallod them lutj com- 
pauios, luasBitig them much like flol- 
diera, ti;ou turued tbeui into horses, 
and made them draw a tiny chariot 
i(6ro8S titble. It was really wonderful 
to 660 the seeming iutelligeuce of these 
insocta. Que day rboiiuuo aii.< piices 
•was going through his performance at 
the Clishy Fair; when a big dog 
rushed up and seized him by the calf 
of the log. Jodu Leaillia had ordered 
liis fleas into their bo.x, and held it in 
Lis hand. The nip of the dog at his 
lag made him turn iu hasle, and in 
his fright ho dropped his box of fleas. 
Their natural instincts made thorn 
jump upon the dog for safety, aad ai 
the same moment their master gave 
the dog a vigorous luck, which bent 
him ho-.Tling awny. It waa not until 
he saw the d.ig numing that he com- 
jirehondeil the loss of his pets. That 
ci'owidbeaan to laugh iu the heartiest 
ir.a.noer; Diitit was no laughing matter 
to Jean Losiiiia. His occupation was 
^one; bo had been despoiled in a mo- 
iueut of his means of ei>ruing his daily 
broad for himself and hii ohildron.and 
the poor fellow sank down upon the 
ground weeping like a child. A 
crowd is always touched by such ox- 
■ hibitious of feeling, and a subscrip- 
tion was taken up, which, after all, 
amounted to only one day's receipts. 
What was he, then, to do? It re- 
quired a year's hard labour to train a 
now lot of floas, and Jeau Lesillia had 
not the moans. Wbeu he had first 
done so ho was a single mati; now ho 
was married and the father of scroraJ 
children. He turned ragpicker, and 
during the past winter worked aa a 
ohiiBfonnier to support hie family. But 
tho life did not suit bim, and chagrin 
and tho severity of the Boason Roim 
brought hiiu to his grave. He died iu 
his modest garret, No. 12 Passage 
Saiyte iilarie, and tho children he had 
BO handsomely supported before the 
" loi's'bf liis learned fleas are now ob- 
jects of charity.

We give place this morning to a 
stinging article upon the Indian poli- 
cy of this Government. It ia copied 
from the "Canadian News," a paper 
which has intimato relations with tho 
Oolonial Oflico in London, and may, 
therefore, bo regarded as speaking 
the sentiments of Lord Carnarvon on 
the subject. It is believed at Ottawa 
that the chief object of Mr. Macken- 
zie's visit to England has reference 
to the heartless treatment of the In- 
dian tribes by the British Columbia 
Governrnont, and it is thought that 
very decided action will bo taken by 
the G-overnmouts of Great Britain and 
Canada iu the premises. It has been 
already announced throuyli these col- 
umns that tho preliininiiry step has been 
taken by tho Imperial CTOveriimcut tu- 
wards "pnttinpr ri^^ht this monstrous 
vrron"," in tho form of a cc.nimu- 
nication to our Groverument, the tone 
of which may well be tenmul Bcatli 
ing. The disreputable comluct uf ihu 
Local Goveramunt m n.'liising I lie 
Committee of Indian Aft'iiiis an niipur- 
tunity to report tho result of tlu'ii- re- 
searchea, and tho refiisal of tho Attui- 
ney General and Chief Commissiout.T 
to attend any moetiiit^'^s of that Com- 
mittee, is strong ovideneu that they 
were avrare their Indian policy was in- 
defensible. Smarting under the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Laird's Minute of 
Ooancil, and dreading a c as t i g a l i o n f r o ni 
the Imperial Government, it is hanily 
to be wondered at that the Ministry 
were so ashamed and humiliated at tho 
x<esalt of their conduct that they wished 
to consign the Committee's report 
to olilivion. This they succeeded in 
doing by a species of tactics it 
would be mildness to characterize as 
dishonest. Under the 13th clause of 
the Terms of Union Canada was to ae- 
gome the guardianship of the Indians 
and to manage the lands reserved for 
their use; and "such tracts of lands 
of such extent as it has hitherto been 
the practice of tho British Columbia 
Government to ajjpropriato for tho 
purpose shall from time to time be 
conveyed by the Lccil Govornment to 
the Dominion Government in trust for 
the use and benetit of tho Indians." 
In due course tho Dominion Govern- 
ment assumed tho care of the Indians. 
After considerable correspondence 
had passed between the two tiovoru- 
ments it was liuaily arranged that In- 
dian reserves tliroughuut the I'rovinco 
should not exceed twenty acres oi 
land to each head of a family. Si^v- 
eral parties of surveyors took tli(' lieiil 
and were prejmring to lay out n.-^cvxc^ 
on the Lower I'raser upon tliu t\v(jnty- 
acres basis, when they wore met hy the 
Provincial Secretary (Dr. Asii) with 
the information that tho basis of twen- 
ty acres agreed upon referred only to 
future reserves of lanil, iind that "e.\- 
isting reserves must remain us at pre- 
sent." This afterthought of the Gov- 
ernment drew forth an indignant re- 
monstrance from tho Super] nteuiient, 
who showed that "existing reserves dn 
not contain two acres tu oacli family. ' 
The Provincial Secretiiiy tool: the jjos- 
ition that the "existing reserves" (is 
laid out by Sir James Douglas only 
comprised ten acres. Sir Juines was 
appealed to and ^'xplauK-ii that ten 
acres of laud on the; Lower l^'ra.-^cr ami 
Vancouver Island wnn set asiili^ I'm- 
tho usa of the imlian^; hut that it was 
"n«ver intended that they should he 
restricted or limited to the possession 
of ten acres of land ; on the rontrary, a-i: 
yeere pytpiimi In hart' mihtf iniit li moi f hii- 
erul f/raiitn." In llir l.ici' uf iln., 
statement of Sir Janu s uur Liuvern- 
ment declined to recede from its posi - 
tion. The parties were disbanded 
and the Indian (jui'stioii remains al- 
most in tho same iio.iiuon us before 
Confoderallou, witu larg(! sums ol nm 
ney in the Dominion Treasu ry waiting 
to be applied towards tlio assistance 
and education of tlie Inilians of the Pro- 
vince, and tho Provincial (i<Jvernmont 
standing like tho dog in tlic man;.;cr, 
unable to assist the milives tlieinselvcs 
and declining to h't tlie Doiuimou 
help them. The article m tho "News" 
has evoked a lame reply from the \'i(' 
toria organ of the Governrnont. 'I'lic 
organ takes the position that as Sir 
JuiUGH Douglas' reserves wc're only to 
tho oitont of ten acnes to I'acli 'aiinly, 
the Local Goveiumont'a policy m 
l^antiog twenty acres to each family 
went to the very excess of liberality. 
But Sir James Douglas, as we havo 
shown, explains that the arrangement 
was tentative — w.iH not int.niiied to 
last longer than a period when t lu^ I n- 
diau policy ot tho country had been 
dearly dehaedaud proper resor res laid 
ouLAs totbo twenty acres oliered by the 
Provincial Govorumont for the new 
resei'vea, tho tracts, were found by the 
surveyors, iu two inslanceH, to ]y(j ut- 
terly worthless for agncultural j)uj-- 
posos — a patch of gravelly soil here 
and there, with a huge mountain of 
trap-rock in tlie background, upon 
which tho poor natives were expected 
to raibo siilliciont of tlie fruits of the 
soil to support thomBolves and thuir 



families. In tho interior of tho coun- 
try numerous nistaucoa are quoted 
wiioro tho pastoral lands of tho In- 
dians have been gradually but snrely 
encroached upon by white eettlora, 
who !mvo secnrod leases from tho Lo- 
cal Govenunout of lands actually in 
tlie oecu])ation of tho Indians at tho 
tinio the Iflases wore grantod. No at- 
tempt orotl'orat compromise has been 
made to the Indians bj our Govern- 
m,ont, and none ever will be. They 
have got the afl'airs of the country — 
Indian and otherwise — into such n 
snai l that they will be only too glad 
for the Imperial Government to take 
tho aborigines ofT their hands and 
settle tho dilHculty as best thoy can. 
If the etVect of this broach of faith on 
the part of our Govorumont was only 
felt liy the Indians, it would bo bad 
enough. But, unfortunately, it reaches 
far beyond thom-and strikes directly 
at the best interests of tho Province. 
It has created a foc^ling of insecurity 
in tho minds of settlers in tho outly- 
ing districts, and has jueventod ni.iiiy 
valuable families taking u[i lands near 
die Indian claims. On several occa- 
sions the authorities have boon warn- 
ed by Piitlier Grandidior and other 
good men who luivo devoted their 
hves to a study of Indian cliaracter, 
that ilioy are stepping upon n slumber- 
ing volcano that is liable at any moment 
to burst forth and overwhelm all who 
iiiav chance to be near it. lint there 
is still another standixnut from which 
to view the effect of this breach of 
faith with the natives: 

riu' .Wirs .says: —"lint it api-ears tli&t 
lliese i!nli.><h t;()huul)iunH, who hav(? fiycii 
ilelmhliii;,'- their licui-t.s of lato with iiink- 
iii^; cliarges, which they could not bub 
taiii,i)f fuith and promise breaking against 
tlie Dominion Governtnent, have boon 
now for Noinn time upeiily ami shainefiil 
Iv viDluting their own treaties \»itli tho 
native trilies, bringing scrtudftl on tho 
l|)ueen'?i nilc^ and nuino, and doing irro- 
pandde daiiiago to tho best oauae that 
man over espuuaod." 

Froi« this extract will bo learned 
the state of feeling aroused at the Col- 
onial O&Qe by the intelligence that 
British Columbia, while herself a pe- 
titioner, has broken faith with her In- 
dians. Tiiat British Coluiubia, wliilo 
herself asking favors, is denying 
her own people their rights. At this 
very moment the Govornniont of Brit- 
ish Columbia clainiH to have secured 
from the Imperial Government a grunt 
( f £,')!), (too towards Dry-Dock con- 
struction. Let us sujiposc Ijord Car- 
narvon, indignant at the Indian policy 
of this Government, addressing them 
in the following strain: "You sent a 
lively, chatty littlo man to me a year 
ago to complain of a breach of faith 
on the part of Canada and to soeure 
assistance towards building a Dry- 
Dock. I composed tho difficulty 
between you and the Dominion, and 
believing your Delegate to bo as hon- 
est as he professed, I assistod him to 
secure a grant of X50,000 from tho 
.Viliiiii alty towards Dry-Dock construc- 
tion. It now appears that at tho very 
time you ajjpealed to mo you were 
then and had for some time openly and 
shamefully violated your own treaties 
with the native tribes, thus bringing 
scandal on the Queen's name, and do- 
ing irreparable damage to the best 
cause man ever espoused. Under 
these circumstances, how c.vn 1 i)0 ex- 
pected to entrust you with tho expen- 
diture of a large sum of Imperial mu- 
ney, and how could 1 bo expected to 
repiiiacli Canaila should she fail to 
carry out tho now railway obligation 
Until you shall have learned that the 
rules of common honesty and good 
faith which guide men iu private af- 
fairs apply idso to men charged with 
the coiidiK.'t of public alfairs, it will bo 
my duty to advise Her ^lajesty's Gov- 
ernment to turn a doaf oar to your 
ccmiplaiuts and to withhold any iiocu- 
niary aid which may have been pro- 
mised your Delegate."

It it with the greatest pain wo havo 
to report that tbo word and promiso 
of tbe British authorities in Jiritisli 
Columbia are no longer respected by 
its aboriginal inhabitants. *\Vo havo 
good reason to know that tho North 
A'uericau Indian in British Columbia 
has received at tho hands of tho Lo- 
cal Government an amount of injus- 
tice and cruelty which may bring forth 
tho most disastrous result. 

It is well known that the tribes of 
this region aro of a superior class. In 
nionds, iudustry, and intellect they 
compare well with the doiniuautpopu- 
latiou, are infinitely better in their so- 
cial relations than any of the numer- 
ous Asiastic !ind other foreigners who 
lead precarious lives in that niaiiy-fea- 
tured land, and aro possessed of such 
excellent qualities as to induce tho be- 
lief in some that they would with great 
advantage ainalgii'iiato with tho better 
part of the population. Of tho nine 
tribes, which ma'ce up together some 
lifty thousands souls, tho Shusiiwaps 
and Kootenays an; the most advanced 
ill civilisation and the arts. They own 
a large amount of iiroperly, carry on a 
largo part of traffic of tho interior, an.l 
cunlnbiite to the revoniio of tho (jov- 
ernnient by consuniiiig taxable arti- 
cles. 'I'licy aro, we aro (old, hunters, 
giild miners, cattle breeders, and agri- 
i ultinists, and that among the tribes 
generally Las been found a|8ubstratum 
of manly intelligence, ind'opendonco, 
and thrift. From such materials, with 
good training and fair dealing, it 
might have been shown that what is 
called the Indian jiroblom was easy 
of solution, and these wild tribes, un- 
der tho mild, tho wise, and righteous 
rule of tho Queen, bo trained to the 
useful and the good. 

But it appears that these British 
Columbians, who have been delighting 
their hearts of late with making char- 
ges, which they could not sustain, of 
faith and promise breaking against the 
Uomiuiou Government, have boon 
now for some time openly and shaiue- 
fully violating their own ti-eatios with 
tho native tribes, bringing scandal on 
the Qreen's rule and name, and doing 
irreparable damage to the best cause 
that man ever espoused. 

It appears that during tho govern- 
orship of Sir James Douglas — whoso 
name is still held in great esteem bv 
the Indians — certain reserves of land 
were made for the native races as a 
stand-by in oaso of any Huddou need 
or calamity overtaking them. 

e now hear that tho local Qov- 
ornment are taking up those reserves, 
and thai without any communication 
with the Indians — much less without 
any compensation being offered to 
them. 

Not a mail will bo allowed to leave 
England before tho Colonial Minister 
puts in motion tho power of his offica 
to put right this monstrous wrong. 

It is the just and proud boast of tho 
British in L'au.ida that they havo kept 
faith with the ahoiiginal people, and 
it Ciuiiiot be tiderated (li.it a single 
province slumld havo it iu its power 
to deprive the Dominion of ita char- 
acter for good faith, or to reduce tho 
English name aud rulo to the levol, in 
tliis regard, of Hepublican fdihufators.
